That the school system in Seymour 
was maintained last year at an aver­ 
age cost of $30.60 per pupil, is an 
interesting feature of a financial re­ 
port which was prepared by Thomas 
A. 
Mott, superintendent from 
the 
books of Claude Carter, treasurer of 
the board of school trustees 
Tlic- 
report shows that the receipts dur­ 
ing the school year from August I, 
1918, to August L this year, includ­ 
i n g the balance on hand, were $98,- 
954.08, while the expenditures during 
the same period were $71,734.67. 
The report shows that $6,000 was 
spent for the payment of school 
bonds which became due during the 
year, and that $2,535.was paid as 
interest on outstanding bonds. 
Per­ 
manent 
improvements 
on 
school 
building eo"t $23,631 while the cur­ 
rent school exj>enses totaled $39,- 
568.67. 
There were 1,293 pupils en­ 
rolled during the year and the aver­ 
age cost per pupil, exclusive of pay­ 
ments of debts and permanent im­ 
provements is given as $30.60. 
Superintendent Mott stated that 
the average cost of maintenance is 
considerably lower in this city than 
in many other cities of thi> size in 
Indiana. 
Some of the municipal 
school sy ste m s cost a s high as $50 a 
pupil. 
The low per capita cost of 
maintenance in Seymour is due to 
the economical administration and 
the careful handling of public funds 
without interfering with 
the 
high 
standards which have always been 
maintained here.
